A lone gunman walked into the 
Total Gas Station at 7084 Wayne 
Road Friday night and produced 
a revolver. He told the gas sta- 
tion attendant to “get into the 
back room.” 

“You know what I want,” the 
gunman added, then proceeded 
to the cash register where he 
rifled its contents. The robber 
made off with more than $100 in 
cash. 

The victim described the gun- 
man as a black male, with a 
medium Afro and thin mous- 
tache. The robber was about 5

Local requests for 
food baskets soar 


Requests for food baskets from 
area needy reached record 
levels this Christmas season , say 
organizers of local Goodfellow 
drives. 

“I’ve been doing this for 15 
years , and the need this year was 
greater than I’ve ever seen,” 
said George Hunter, a coordina- 
tor of the Belleville/Van Buren 
food drive. “The calls just kept 
coming in." 

- “You hear things are supposed 
to be getting better, but we had a 
lot more requests this year than 
the past couple of years,” agreed 
Michael Huziak, president of the 
Sumpter Goodfellows. 

Three weeks before Christ- 
mas, bundled-up Goodfellow 
volunteers manned street cor- 
ners seeking contributions in ex- 
change for their “good will” 
newspaper. Donations went to 
purchase food (and sometimes 
clothing) items which the 
energetic members of the "Old 
Newsboy" organization deli- 
vered to area needy. 

And while they encountered a 
few examples of “greed, not 
need," the Goodfellow leaders 
say that most people seeking 
their help were simply trying to 
stave off what would have been a 
bleak Christmas for themselves 
and their families. 

“There still are a lot of people 
not working out there," Hunter 
said “We’ve had some of the 
same names on our list the past 
two or three years.” 

Many names came from 
school lists of children eligible 
for free federal lunch programs. 
“These were just families need- 
ing some help for their Christ- 
mas." Hunter said 
The two Goodfellow organizers 
said they collected between 175 
and 200 baskets of food to area 
families. Huziak noted that 
senior citizens accounted for ab- 
out 50 of the nearly 200 basket 
recipients. 

While Huziak said that con- 


tributions were comparable to 
those in previous years. Hunter 
said donations were fewer and 
smaller than usual. "I don’t 
know the final count, yet, but we 
made between $500 and $1000 
from our news sales,” he said. 
“People just couldn’t give what 
they’d like." 

“Those who did give were 
wonderful,” he added. “And a 
couple of people told us their 
families had gotton help from the 
Goodfellows when they were lit- 
tle. This one man who gave me 
$10 said that if it wasn’t for the 
Goodfellows, there wouldn’t 
have been Christmas in his home 
when he was growing up.” 

The Goodfellow activists said 
they encountered only a few 
cases of people "trying to get 
something for nothing 

“There was this one lady, and I 
knew she already got a basket 
from church,” Hunter said. "I 
told her, This is for the needy, 
not the greedy . ' But nine out of 10 
people who called really needed 
any help we could give them.” 

“It makes you mad when you 
hear that man who works for 
Reagan (presidential aid Edwin 
Meese) say there’s no hunger in 
this country,” Hunter added. 

Belleville Chamber of Com- 
merce Director Leona Van- 
Buhler, whose office served as 
one of the food drop-off points, 
said that one a few mornings "it 
was just one call after another.” 

“People called here because 
they didn't know where to turn. 
You heard some really sad stor- 
ies,” she recalled. 

The food drive officially ended 
the Friday before Christmas. 

Goodfellow leaders empha- 
sized their appreciation for the 
efforts of community residents. 
“Business around here helped us 
a lot,’’ said Jerry Maton, 
chairman of Belleville'Van 
Buren Goodfellows. Foodville 
(a Belleville grocery store) 
cameAhrough to fill in the gaps 


feet, 8 inches and had on a tan 
jacket with a hood.

“There were three other in- 
juries in this accident,” said Det. 
Early. “AH the victms were 
taken to Annapolis or Wayne 
County General Hospital and la- 
ter conveyed to other medical 
facilities. 

“According to witnesses the 
young lady apparently lost con- 
trol of her car and that triggered 
the accident,” Det. Early added. 


Record freezing temperatures 
leave their scars on Romulus 


The arctic freeze that has left 
most of the United States crip- 
pled and has caused millions of 
dollars in damage to the citric 
fruit crops in Florida and Texas 
has left its mark on Romulus and 
Huron Township, according to 
officials. 

The freeze has claimed 238 
lives across the nation. It has se- 
vered water mains and frozen 
water lines in the city and 
township. Fortunately, no one 
has been reported injured or kil- 
led locally due to the sub-zero 
weather. 

“We have a serious icing prob- 
lem here in the city ,” said Robert 
Plank, Director of Public Works 
for the City of Romulus. "And 
salting the roads doesn't help in 
these extremely cold tempera- 
tures.” 

Plank explained that when the 
temperature reaches below 20 
degrees, the salt may melt the 
ice, however, the temperature 
immediately refreezes the 
water. 

“We are asking our residents 
to drive carefully and hopefully 
we’ll get warmer weather soon." 
Plank added. 

The National Weather Service 
reported today that the tempera- 
tures in the Romulus area should 
climb into the 20s today, howev- 
er, the warming trend would be 
accompanied by snow which 
could compound the problem. 
Snow over the ice would make 
driving even more hazardous 
than it is presently. 

Plank also pointed out that 
there have been several broken 
water mains reported in the city. 

"We have had a rash of broken 


water mains." Plank added, 
“and also we have had a lot of 
water service lines to individual 
homes frozen which means a lot 
of residents are not receiving wa- 
ter due to this extremely cold 
weather.” 

Plank recommended that if a 
resident is having problems with 
water freezing, open the faucets 
and allow the water to run. Run- 
ning water will not freeze. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally said 
that her administration will do 
everything possible to hefo and 
aid residents during this crisis. 


“We will do everything in our 
power to keep the roads safe.” 
Mayor McAnally said. "It is un- 
fortunate that this year there has 
been extremely cold weather, in 
fact, record-breaking freezing 
weather throughout the area and 
state. But we are mobilize all our 
resources to help our citizens 
during this crisis.” 

Mayor McAnally pointed out 
that all of the neighboring com- 
munities are “faced with the 
same situation therefore it is dif- 
ficult for them to render recip- 
rocal assistance. 


Heisler found 
guilty of murder 


A 23-year-old Romulus man 
was found guilty of the rape- 
strangulation murder of Dixie 
Belle Cobb of New Boston. The 
Circuit Court jury brought in the 
verdict last week. 

Convicted of the murder is 
Gregory Heisler who was sche- 
duled to be sentenced yesterday 
by Judge Michael Stacy. Heisler 
will be sentenced to a mandatory 
life prison term. 

A second man, John Frye, 28, 
who reportedly was Heisler’s 
companion and is accused of aid- 
ing him in taking Mrs. Cobb’s life 
is awaiting trial. 

Mrs. Cobb, 41, a divorcee, was 
murdered in June. Witnesses 
said that the victim had been 
seen talking with Heisler in a loc- 


al bar prior to the murder. 

Mrs. Cobb refused to let Heis- 
ler accompany her home, howev- 
er, Heisler followed her and 
managed to talk his way inside 
the home, knowing that she re- 
sided there alone. Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Charles 
Seller told the jury. 

Seller said that Mrs. Cobb was 
sexually assaulted and then 
beaten with a leg from a nearby 
table. The victim was then drag- 
ged from her home and to the 
nearby Huron River where she 
was strangled and her body 
thrown into the river. 

Heisler contended that he 
attempted to rescue Mrs. Cobb 
and that it was his companion 
who had strangled her.

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"replace problems ‘burn’ homeowner

Christmas won t find Canton 
Township residents Susan and 


Dimitro Kordupel huddled in 
front of a cozy fire this year. 

In May 1980. a month after 
the Kordupels moved into their 
new home on Sutten Drive, 
smoke billowing out of the fire- 
place set off smoke detectors in 
the home. 

Susan Kordupel contacted 
township building inspectors 
and Aldor Construction, the 
builders of the home, several 
times between then and Janu- 
ary 1981, when a fireplace fire 
ignited in her home. 

An inspection done after the 
fire revealed holes in the mor- 
tar of the chimney wall. 

“Both the builder’s and my 


homeowner’s insurance com- 
panies refused the fire claim/' 
Kordupel said. “Finally my 
husband and I bought cement 
and patched the holes 
ourselves/* 

According to Kordupel, the 
fire marshall and building in- 
spector agree that mortar work 
in the chimney was constructed 
improperly and needed to be re- 
done. 

Alexander Paul, president of 
Aldor. said that an ailing eco- 
nomy forced his corporation 
out of business. “I’ve built over 
5,000 homes in my career,” 
Paul said, “and this type of 
situation is unusual. Out of the 
30 or 40 homes I built in Canton , 
this is the only case of a prob- 
lem of this type.” 

Paul admitted that the “par- 
ticular brick mason on that 
home goofed up/’ but said that 
he has referred the matter to 
his insurance company, and 
doesn’t know how the situation 
is progressing. 

“It isn’t,” said Kordupel. 
“I’m getting the run-around 
from his insurance company, 
Homeowners Warranty re- 
fused to help, and the township 
says they can’t do anything 
either. 

“Now it’s two years later, 
I’ve got water coming through 
the ceilings and walls causing 
more damage and a fireplace I 
can’t use/’ 


“We can t afford to spend 
$3,000 to fix this ourselves/’ 
Kordupel added. “1 think that, 
somewhere along the line, 
someone has to take responsi- 
bility for this/’ 

Canton s chief building offi- 
cial, Aaron Machnik. agreed 
that Kordupel has a problem, 
but said that his ability to help 
solve it ended 18 months after 
her move to the township 


ed.” he added, “but this prob- 
lem. which seems to have been 
caused by an improper mix of 
mortar, wasn t detectable until 
it was too late ” 

Machnik guessed that a weak 
mortar composition used on 
this chimney was a result of in- 
experience rather than mali- 
cious intent. 

“Mrs Kordupel has a justifi-

"I feel the same way she does 
— frustrated," Machnik said. 
"Usually any problems with a 
home surface within the first 
year of occupancy, when our 
department has some control 
over the builder’s license. Once 
the first 18 months pass, howev- 
er, our ability to affect the 
license ends. It’s even harder in 
this case, when the builder is no 
longer in the community or 
even in the business." 

Machnik said that Kordupel s 
excessive use of the fireplace 
and her failure to submit writ- 
ten complaints in a timely man- 
ner compounded the problem. 

"The fireplace was check- 


ing to help her in whatever way 
I can,” Machnik said. "Unfor- 
tunately, if the builder won’t 
take responsibility and return 
on his own to correct the situa- 
tion. her only recourse may be 
to take him to court.” 

Kordupel said that she is un- 
sure what course of action she 
will pursue. "This has caused 
so many problems already, and 
going to court may be even 
more expensive than the chim- 
ney repairs," she said. 

"I just think it’s sad that no 
one will take responsibility, and 
that we have to bear the burden 
of someone else’s sloppy 
work."

senior strides to world

Canton Township resident 
Melba Hatch put a turkey in the 
oven Thanksgiving afternoon. 
Then she went out and ran 
around her subdivision. 

Running has become a daily 
activity and way of life for 
Hatch. 55, who recently brought 
home two silver and one bronze 
medal in the World Masters 
Track and Field Championship 
in Puerto Rico, an event in 
which 48 countries were repre- 
sented. 

“I try to run daily,” she says, 
“either outside or on an indoor 
track. It’s something I do just 
for myself and for the fun of it 

Hatch’s beginnings in the 
sport four years ago were slow 
and painful. “I knew a few peo- 
ple who jogged, and kept think- 
ing I should try it.” she recalls. 
“The trouble was. I couldn’t 
stand doing it I ’d go a mile, get 
exhausted and think. This just 
isn’t fun/ I invented excuses 
not to run, and finally decided 
to quit altogether.” 

Her interest was rekindled 
three years ago when the Grand 


Trunk Railroad office where 
Hatch works relocated to De- 
troit. 

“I kept seeing the Emily Fun 
Run race advertized, and de- 
cided to give running another 
chance,” she says. 

Hatch trained for the 6.2 mile 
event (“Not properly,” she 
admits. “I tried to increase too 
much, too fast.”) and entered 
the race alone. 

“I had no idea what a good 
time the event would be. Win- 
ning was the last thing on my 
mind,” remembers Hatch, who 
only learned she had taken first 
place in her category a week 
later when, while browsing at 
Emily's shop, she recognized 
her name in a race booklet 
another customer was reading. 

"After that I became 
addicted ” A series of weekend 
races (“probably 100 or so”) 
followed, culminating in the 
world championship this year, 
an event Hatch describes as her 
biggest running achievement

Hatch says her family is sup- 
portive of her participation in 
the sport . * 1 My husband likes to 
brag about me a little when peo- 
ple come over,” she laughs, 
“and I’ve collected so many t- 
shirts from races that l began 
ordering them in large sizes for 
my sons One son was spotted 
wearing one in a shopping cen- 
ter by another runner who went 
up to him and asked. Oh. did 


you run that race?’ No,’ he 
laughed, ‘but my mother did.’ 

“I’m a very hyper person.” 
Hatch says. “I work sitting at a 
desk all day, and I’ve always 
had to find ways to keep busy. 
Knitting and crocheting just 


aren’t for me. This is I think 
it’s a great sport for people my 
age.” 

The runner’s advice to begin- 
ners is to check with a doctor 
before starting “and don’t get 
discouraged I used to think 
that my muscles would never 
stop hurting But finally they 
did And that’s when the fun

For Hatch, the fun is still 
growing. “If anyone had told 
me five years ago I’d be run-

In the running 
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Gift of sight 

Hiraben Shah finds hope 
at end of 7, 000-mile trip

Hiraben Shah can see. 

A tact of life, some might say. 
but for the 62-year-old homemak- 
er from Cambay, India, it is a 
miracle. It is no miracle that she 
traveled more than 7,000 miles 
for cateract surgery. Nor is it a 
miracle that that operation was 
performed by Dr. Ronald 
Coburn, MD. 

The miracle, pure and simple, 
is that she can see more than the 
difference between light and 
dark . She can see the faces of her 
grandchildren this Christmas 
season as they gather at the 
home of her son, Mahendra Shah 
of Westland. Her vision now. 
even corrected with glasses, 
may not be perfect, but she can 
see. 

Hiraben Shah has, and had, 
cateracts in both eyes, attribut- 
able for the most part to glauco- 
ma surgery she had in her home- 
land four to five years ago. The 
surgery was performed at a 
medical center in Gujarat state, 
where Cambay, a city of 60,000, is 
located. 

Her son described the hospital 
and care she received as good, 
but called the results a misfor- 
tune. The surgery was per- 
formed at the top of the eye. The 
stitches did not hold and as a re- 
sult the retina was damaged. 

Shah soon discovered his 
mother, as the result of the 
surgery and the cateracts that 
developed, was for all intent and 
purposes blind. He recom- 
mended she come to the United 
States and consult with his doc- 
tor, a specialist in cateract 
surgery. 

Hiraben and her husband, 
Jayantilal, a retired mathema- 
tics instructor, took their son’s 
advice, and on Nov. 22 arrived in 
the United States. Less than 
three weeks later she was at 
Lynn Hospital, awaiting the re- 
sult of surgery on her right eye. 


Her left eye. it was determined, 
was too badly damaged, with 
corneal melting and an inoper- 
able detached retina. 

Today. Hiraben can see. Cor- 
rected with glasses, her vision is 
20/20. A miracle, considering 
that a month ago she had res- 
igned herself to blindness. 

She finds it hard to believe that 
Dr. Coburn performed surgery. 
There was no pain. In fact, the 
actual surgery itself lasted only 
15 minutes in length, although 
she was in the operating room 
more than an hour. She knows 
whatever was done, worked, but 
she fears the loss of vision in her 
left eye may one day affect her 
functioning eye. 

Coburn, a graduate of Wayne 
State University Medical School, 
performs close to 100 cateract 
operations a month, but it is 
Hiraben’s that he speaks happily 
of. The odds were not in her 
favor. The surgery, which re- 
moves the clouded portion of the 
eye's lens, normally is per- 
formed where the scar tissue for 
Hiraben 's previous surgery had 
been performed. 

A specialist in phacoemulsi- 
fication. Coburn made a tiny in- 
cission slightly below and to the 
side of the eye. A tiny probe was 
inserted and the cateract dis- 
solved by ultrasonic methods. 
The dissolved material was then 
removed from the eye by aspira- 
tion through the probe. 

It took just one stitch to close 
the opening, and today Coburn 
proclaims his client as healthy, 
and more importantly, once 
again sighted. 

“We couldn’t do what we do 
without the laser,” Coburn said. 
"It helps the patients. It helps 
them to see faster and better.” 

Coburn uses the Yag laser at 
Lynn Hospital to make an open in 
the clear membrane of the eye 
that sometimes clouds after 
cateract surgery. He uses an 
argon laser in his office to adjust 
the taughtness of sutures to 


avoid a distortion of the retina 
following cateract surgery. 

In cateract surgery, Coburn 
normally implants an intraocu- 
lar lens implant, a piece of plas- 
tic that is nontoxic and chemical- 
ly inert. However, Hiraben will 
not have that surgery performed 
before she returns to Cambay in 
three to four months. Concurrent 
eye disease and the lack of 
opthamologic support in her 
homeland has ruled that out. 

The use of the laser in such 
surgery is an offshoot of high 
technology, best done in large 
cities close to airports, accord- 
ing to Coburn. Cambay, while 
large, is more than 400 miles 
away from metropolitan Bom- 
bay, India. 

Phacoemulcification of cater- 
acts is the literally the “new kid 
on the street” in cateract 
surgery. Its practitioners must 
be well versed in micro-surgical 
techniques. They also must have 
access to laser like the Yag, 
which costs an estimated 
$110,000. 

Coburn, who became entralled 
with opthamology during his re- 
sidency, works with Dr. Lawr- 
ence Castleman at Lynn and are 
two of four or five surgeons in the 
region who specialize in cateract 
surgery. 

Cateracts is a very prevelant 
eye disease and becoming more 
so as people live longer. In his 
estimation that some 500,000 
cateract operations are per- 
formed yearly and as many im- 
plant operations are done. 

The surgery as performed by 
Dr. Coburn puts no limits on the 
activity of patients as the result 
of the size of the incission. 
However, they are required to 
wear an eye shield at night for

several weeks to avoid 
accidentally brushing the eye 
with a hand and damaging the 
eye. 

Coburn has been doing cater- 
act surgery for more than eight 
years, and to him it is his whole 
life. He and Castleman 
pioneered the surgery in this 
area, and his expertise has 
attracted patients from as far as 
India and England. 

For Hiraben Shah, the gift of 
sight will be treasured. It is a 
treat to see her two grandchil- 
dren. She, her husband, and her 
son are happy at the results of the 
surgery. Mahendra credits it 
with good faith in her doctor and 
in her religion. 

For Coburn it is a way of life. 

“For her it’s a miracle: for 
me, it’s something we do ev- 
eryday.”

All praise the almighty Rhino, the greatest little-big record label 
the free world has ever known ! 

Earlier this year, they gave us The History of Flo & Eddie & the 
Turtles, a great three record set chronicling their great musical past. 
They’ve reissued all three Nazz (Todd Rundgren’s first band) LPs. 
three volumes of surf music history, and countless others too numer- 
ous to mention, although they deserve it. 

And now this: two albums chocked full of the best of Bubblegum, 
that catchiest of pop from the mid-to-late 60’s. 

Like many closet bubblegummers, I . too, used to deny my affection 
for tunes like “Yummy Yummy Yummy” and “Sugar Sugar”. But 


now I can freely admit it — I love this stuff. Give me the 1910 Fruit- 
gum Company over Pat Benatar any day. 

Of the 28 tunes on these two (individual ) LPs, I can honestly say I 
remember listening to them on my portable radio as the battle raged 
over which was the best radio station in town? Was it CKLW or 
WKNR? Both were AM of course; we d never even heard of FM. 

Many of these songs, were one to try and find the original singles, 
would cost a fortune. “Green Tambourine” by the Lemon Pipers 
for around $10, and The Shadows of Night’s ULTIMATE version of 
"Shake” goes for at least that. But money isn’t the key here. These 
songs haven’t been collected here just to save the connoisseur some 
money, they’re here to give people the chance to enjoy good, dance- 
able music that has been overlooked by so many.

This has been a year of frustra- 
tion and anticipation. 

First, let’s take a look at our 
schools. Singularly and collective- 
ly, they are all in trouble. 

The jigsaw puzzle in Romulus 
.was finally been put together by 
the Michigan Employment Rela- 
tions Commission and the school 
district, which faces fiscal disas- 
ter but found temporary relief by 
unilaterally cutting teacher s 
salaries 22 percent a year ago. The 
schools are again in trouble. 

MERC has decided that the 
schools must repay the teachers. 

And that MERC decision caused 
a mixture of relief and concern: 
teachers are pleased with the 
ruling; the schools don’t know 
where they’re going to get the 
money to repay them. 

So, as 1983 closes, Romulus finds 
itself again seeking funds, this 
time in a do-or-die situation. Vo- 
ters can look forward to a millage 
request in 1984. 

1983 also shifted the fortunes of 
the Wayne-Westland School Dis- 
trict. 

For the first time in over a de- 
cade the schools will be in the mar- 
ket for a new superintendent of 
schools. They will be losing Dr. 
Timothy Dyer who was awarded 
one of the country’s most presti- 
gious school posts, that of Superin- 
tendent of Schools in Phoenix, Ari- 
zona. 

Dr. Dyer has provided the im- 
petus and the initiative of building . 
the Wayne-Westland schools into 
one of the best systems in the state. 

Despite a fistful of doubters. Dr. 
Dyer’s quiet and suave m anner 
has won him and the school district 
national acclaim and recognition. 
As anyone who is placed in a lead- 
ing role, he has his critics. The 
wealth of knowledge and business 
acuity Dr. Dyer has assembled 
will help his successor get the job 
done without the pains associated 
with transition. 

Wayne-Westland is not without 
its problems. The depression and 
the decrease in student popula- 
tion, which has taken its toll 
almost everywhere, has left edu- 
cators tightening their belts. Some 
136 teachers have been pink- 
slipped to meet budgetary de- 
mands. 

But, in the final analysis, all sur- 
rounding school districts envy 
what Dr. Dyer has accomplished 
here. 

In 1983, women proved that they 
could attract voters. In Romulus 
and in Inkster, a changing of the 
guard took place, catching many 
political experts off guard. 

Beverly McAnally proved that 
she had the votes to remove three- 
term mayor, William Oakley from 
office, while Betty Miller, who few 
gave a chance to win the top post in 
Inkster, ousted William Daniels 
from office in Inkster. 

Inkster remains a hub of con- 
troversy as 1984 nears. A grand 
jury has convened to hear testi- 
mony whether city officials in the 
city have funneled federal funds 
into projects that were not eligible 
for them. There is tension and a lot 
of speculation and until the grand 
jury winds down its investigation, 
rumors will continue to fly. 

Then there is the resignation of 
city manager Wylie Williams. He 
says he has accomplished what he 
had set out to do and is seeking 
other challenges. Inkster is in the 
market for a new city manager. 

The count-down to 1984 has 
begun. 

We know it will be as interesting

Tim Dyer-- 
He made it better 

Phoenix Union’s gain will be Wayne-Westland's loss. 

That statement may anger a few residents in the Wayne- 
Westland School District, but the fact of the matter is that 
the appointment of School Superintendent Dr. Timothy 
Dyer to a similar post with the Phoenix (Ariz.) Union High 
School District is a loss for Wayne-Westland. 

Tim Dyer has done a great deal for the district since 
becoming its superintendent almost 10 years ago. He has 
steered the district through good and bad times and has 
weathered criticism from both employees and taxpayers, 
each demanding more of the district. 

He has been knocked for his progressive, or better yet, 
creative thinking, slammed for having the “Cadillac” of 
contracts and lambasted for an administratively top 
heavy school district. 

We are not saying that he is perfect. No one is. We’re not 
saying that he is this school district’s knight in shining 
armor. What we are saying is that after all is said and done, 
he has made this a better school district. 

Think about it. Would a U.S. Secretary of Education pick 
a school district lacking in educational opportunities to 
make her first trip to Michigan? Shirley Hufstedler could 
have visited any number of “rich” school districts in the 
metropolitan area, but instead came to Wayne-Westland in 
September, 1980. 

She came to see a SEV-poor school district, to see what 
can be done with a little imagination and, to borrow a 
phrase from real estate commercials, creative financing. 
The vocational-technical center, the combined social ser- 
vices-administrative offices, orthopedic pool and respite 
center show a concern for educating more than the average 
student. That did not fall on Wayne-Westland like pennies 
. from heaven. It took planning, initiative and a dash of gutsi- 
ness to wrangle $8 million out of the federal government. 

His concern for the education of students also has been 
shown in the concerted efforts to improve their perform- 
ance on the state assessment tests. The tests are the baro- 
meter of how well a district is educating its students in the 
basics. Wayne-Westland’s scores have continued to im- 
prove over the years, in part due to the efforts of Dyer’s 
administrative staff and their commitment to education as 
a lifelong process. 

Certainly, his most visionary, and most criticized, prop- 
osal was a community college. We believe that it would 
have been a good move for the district, and that someday, 
when the district must face the closing of one of its high 
schools, someone will remember a proposal about a com- 
munity college and understand why it was called long- 
range planning. 

Dyer has not had an easy time of it in the Wayne- 
; Westland Schools. He has at times lost his cool, but he has 
never lost his concern for the welfare of its students. 

He will be hard to replace. And while we wish him well in 
his new challenge, we must admit, we will miss him.

Well, its too late to turn back 
now ' The cold weather is here for 
sure — and more snow is sure to 
follow 

I know you've probably been 
bombarded with cold weather 
winter driving tips — every pap- 
er and magazine runs them — 
but there are a few that bear re- 
peating, so bear with me for a 
paragraph or two. 

1 . If you're an idler — one who 
must warm the car for 5-15 mi- 
nutes before driving, you should 
consider an oil change before 
and after the cold season to keep 
your engine free of moisture and 
contaminants. 

2. Lubrication at the same ti me 
helps keep moisture out of joints 
and bearings. Don t forget shift 
linkage. 

3. Transmission oil filter and 
fluid should be changed by a 
reputable person Why? Because 
if you burn your tranny whilst 
spinning in the snow, after avoid- 
ing an accident, you now have 
expert testimony as to its condi- 
tion when it comes time to deal 
with your insurance company as 
to replacement. This is especial- 


ly relevant for automatic trans- 
missions, naturally — but it s not 
harmful to manuals, either. 

4. All fluid levels should be 
brought to maximums. Wind- 
shield squirters. battery, 
radiator, all should be checked. 
Again, I believe its worth itemiz- 
ing these and have someone do it 
— just so you can indicate the 
overall condition of the car in 
case of an accident, theft, etc. 
Dealers and licensed service sta- 
tions are familiar with these re- 
quests and are responsive to 
them. 

5. Do not leave your rear de- 
froster on for a minute more than 
it's needed. ..it's the biggest bat- 
tery drain you've got. 

And please, let’s be careful 
out there. How about a huge dose 
of common sense before starting 
out? You know. ..start the car, 
then get out and clear all the win- 
dows, walking around the car to 
make sure all the lights are visi- 
ble. Enter the car, lock the doors, 
buckle your seat belt and operate 
your defroster until you feel heat 
your face, then switch to heat. 
Hot air rises so it will keep side 
windows clean Ifyou experience 
heavy fogging on the inside win- 
dows, you probably have melted 


snow pooling on your vinyl mats 
creating too much humidity in 
the car . Stop and remove it .Stay 
to the right of the road until you 
are sure that the car is warm. 

A special note to four-wheel 
drivers — all you have is trac- 
tion. Getting right up on some- 
one's bumper isn't doing any- 
thing. You can t maneuver or 
stop as well as anyone else, and if 
you've jacked up your suspen- 
sion, you’re actually dangerous 
in the snow! Now before I get 
cards and letters, let's get this 
straight. What you just read are 
the facts, the true facts and no- 
thing but the facts — and you 
guys know who you are ! 

Well, that's the snow lecture 
for this year. ..you might consid- 
er keeping this in your car and 
when you run across an obvious 
non-reader . you can spot them by 
their snow covered rear win- 
dows, stick this on their wind- 
shield... slowly but surely, we ll 
get through to them !
